The Indiana .senate, after a protracted argument in

has passed the Lamont bill which proposes to exempt 
household property to the value of $75 from the rolls of 
the assessor in this state. Ostensibly, the bill is designed 
to preserve to the poor their household property, but quite 
apart from the question of constitutionality which has 
.been raised against the action, wo do not believe the bill 
gets at the root of the real trouble. The poor man has 
never objected to paying taxes. He has not sought to es- 
cape his share of the burden. His protest lias been made 
Dot from the fact that his few belongings are assessed 
too high but that the man with much more was being per- 
mitted to evade too large a share of his just valuation. 
,Wc do not believe the average man witli household goods 
tof small value is seeking tax exemption. Ho is merely 
asking an equalization of tax burden. 
Undoubtedly the 


yotos for the Lamoiit bill wen; cast with a sincere desire 
to assist the poor man, but. to us it seems to have been a 
misdirected effort.

in the opinion that the action is unconstitutional ;uid that, 
should it pass the house, (iovernor Ralston would be com- 
pelled to veto it.

Joaquin Miller, Native Sou 


of Indiana, Dies in 


California.

Cincinnati!* Heine Miller, known as the 
poet of the Sierras, died yesterday aft- 
ernoon at 
his home in the Piedmont 


foothills. 
W5th him were his wife anil 


his daughter. Jilanita. He had been ill 
lor nearly two years, or since the death 
of his mother, and had been unconscious 
since last Thursday. 


Most of his life had been spent in the 


western states und most of his works 
breathed the free air of the mountains 
und the Pacific. 
However. IIP had not 


forgotten his early days in Indiana, his 
birthplace, and a number of his poems 
incorporated the towns, countryside and 
events of his early Hoosier life. 


According to a sketch written by him- 


self Jlr. Miller said that he was born in 
Liberty, Wayne, county. Ind.. Xov. 10. 
1H41 or I»4i. The exaefc date of his birth 
is in doubt, he said, because fire de- 
stroyed the Bible in which the dates were 
recorded. 
From Liberty he was taken 


by his parents on their trip west, stop- 
ping at various localities in (Jranfc and 
\Vahash counties. Indiana. 


Mr. Miller's remembrances of Indiana 


were, sorrowful and he said that he did 
not cure to visit 'tlm Hoosier state he- 
cause 
he 
knew that 
civilization had 


wrecked the places he once held dear. 


Was Married Twice. 


In 
1KH3 his attention was attracted 


by a series of graceful verses in western 
papers which bore the signature of "Min- 
nie Myrtle," whose real name was Miss 
Minnie Theresa Dyer. He determined to 
meet her and, soon obtaining her ad- 
dress, called upon bur. 
After 
a thro* 


days' 
acquaintance they were married. 


Domestic 
troubles 
followed soon, how- 


ever, aud in 1870 they were divorced. 


Miller was a most eccentric man and 


affected for many years long hair, red 
shirt, unpolished boots aud tramplike ap- 
pearance that was a source of much com- 
ment. After his divorce from INK Pacific 
coast wife h«- married into the I.eland 
family of hotel fame. It WHS xuid that 
the fortune he had accumulated from tlm 
successful sale of his books was lost in 
speculation on Wall street, and the fact 
that bis lutt?r days were largelv devoted 
to ordinary uuwspappr «ork at "moderate 
pay leads to a belief in the report. 


Illness Unites Couple. 


Previous to his illness about ti year ago 


h« had been separated from his wife for 
thirty yearn, but the danger of his death 
happily reunited them, aud the aged poet 
spent tho remainder of his days amid 
his well-beloved hills, on the spot where 
he, created » characteristic hunu>, called 
The. Heights, 


His ashes, according'to his wish, will 


bo mattered to the winds from the pyre, 
in the hills back of Thu McightSj which 
marks tb* last resting 
place of

daughter Mund, who died several vears 
ago, 


At the aged of 11 years young .Mil- 


IcT'acconipanicd his parents across the 
plains to the I'acilie coast. The family 
took up a government claim in Ore- 
gon. 


Seeks His Fortune. 


Craving for adventure and stimulated 


by stories of the gold strikes in Cali- 
fornia, he ran away at l.'i to seek his 
fortune. 
Already he had participated 


in an Indian, war. receiving mi arrow 
wound in the fleck. Jn Sinkiyou coun- 
ty, California, he was adopted by a tribe 
of .Indians und married the daughter of 
the chief. Shorely afterward the wom- 
an was killed by settlers in a punitive 
expedition agi.insl raiding jxd skins and 
-Miller relumed to Oregon, where he 
studied law. 


At this time he had begun tb write

zines and he met aud quarried Miss Min- 
nie .Myrtle, a young Oregon poetess. 
Three children were born to the couple, 
:i daughter Maud and two sons.

hitter ran away early in life and their 
names were erased from the family rec- 
ords. 


Miller in 18ti(i went to Mexico, where 


hi: joined Walker's filibusters and was 
arrested, 
lie obtained u pardon and re- 


turned to, Oregon. In iHUU he published 
his lirst volume of poems. 
Soon after- 


ward-he was divorced from his-Avifc and 
went to Kurope.

he became 


popular. 
He always dressed in a flan- 


nel shirt and knee high boots, a costume 
that the Knglish of that day are said 
to have expected of Americans.

newspaper work.at Washington, D C 
While there he took a third'-wife, ..Miss 
Abby Lofcuid, daughter of a Chicago 
hotel keeper.

Tin- bill of Senator Wood, of Lafay- 


ette, authorizing counties to establish 
their own Im.ipituls, was passed without 
opposition.

The age of a dragon tree on one of 
the Canary Islands is said to be more 
than 6,000 years; that of a bald cy- 
press in Mexico Is believed to be more 
than 4,000 years, and that of an Eng- 
gllsh oak In Europe and a "big tree" 
(Sequoia gigantea) In California Is 
known to be more than 2,000 years.

Gold Craze 


TO THE WEST IN 1849 


In purchasing an old wagon Monday 


at. the punlic sale held by Kdward and 
\\jliiam Opiiger at their home in Perry 
township, \\~illiam C. Bleke, of Hunter- 
town, secured for .$.'!.?.') a very valuable 
iclic of Kort Wayne's pioneer days, and 
at the same time a remembrance, of th« 
famous California gold craze in the days 
of IK-lii. 


The sale was largely attended and wan 


conducted along lines usually employed 
in disposing of farm implements and 
slock, nil of which went at very hand- 
some figures. When an old farm wagon, 
apparently ready for the junk yard, was 
offered by the auctioneer, bids were not' 
forthcoming.

'I'lie wagon was manufactured in Fort 


Wayne in 1847 at

shops, then located on Lafayette street, 
ii nd is of thii old-time linchpin design. 
It. was purchased by Joseph L'rbino and 
a Mr. Mock, who made an overland trip 
in the vehicle to California in 1848, along 
with others who rjished to the west in .1.

ilog awoke from a state of coma re- 
cently, moved his left hind leg vigor- 
ously, and by that simple sign of life 
and activity 
possibly 
made undying 


fam«-in the world of surgery for Dr. 
Milton Francis Clark, heretofore cele- 
brated only as the medical representa- 
tive of the king of Greece in San Fran- 
ciaco. 


By moving his left hind leg vigorous- 


ly the small dog placed himself in the 
class with finely jeweled timepieces, for 
ill place of the heel joint which nature 
had given him, he waa using a ball and 
socket joint of silver with pivots of real 
diamonds, which fir. Clark had -substi- 
tuted in his surgical laboratories. 


In substituting the mechanical .joint 


in the dog's leg the San Francisco sur- 
geon has gone farther than any of his 
flaring predecessors, who have limited 
themselves to the transplanting or graft- 
ing of living bone and tissue. 


All of the tendons, nerves, veins and 


arteries were left intact by Dr. (.'lark, 
the silver joint being riveted to tho end 
of the long bones left exposed by saw-- 
ing out the joint. 
This is the first 


time an attempt to substitute a jeweled 
movement for 
nature's 
structure has 


ever been made in the history of sur- 
gery. 


If Dr. Clark's during venture proves 


to be as successful as it promises he 
will have solved a problem th'at has 
baffled thivbest surgeons of Europe and 
America since'' the beginning of the in- 
telligent study of anatomy. 
The sub- 


stitution of silver and diamond joints 
will restore motion of arms and legs to 
thousands of sufferers. 


Although it will be some time before 


Dr. Clark will be certain of the abso- 
lute success of his daring experiment, 
activity on the part of the small dog 
presacca most favorable result*.
